Cadiz, Aug. 5. — The nomination of 
Denny P. Smith for representative 
Saturday surprised no one here.

The visible pri« o* this contest is 
the cup offered by the queen of England 
to 1851 for competition among the 
yachts of all nations. It was valued 
then at 100 sovereigns. Plate of this 
character is frequently overvalued. I 
have no doubt, observes a writer in the 
Philadelphia Press, that many Ameri- 
can silversmiths would be glad to dn. 
plicate this "cup" for »250. 

Since the enp was won by the yacht 
America, In the regatta from Cowes, 
around the Isle of Wight, August a, 
1981, the English have mads seven un- 
successful attempts to recover it^and

| In the attempts to wrest the cup from 
jtw 10 races have been sailed, in all

The English have long claimed, and 
their persistency in making the claim 
and in reiterating it has induced many 
to believe it, that they can build ships 
far cheaper than we can. This is a fal- 
lacy. Their first-class ships cost morn 
than we can build them for, as has been 
proved in the case of the St. Louis and 
St. Paul. The cheap tramp steamers 
they build could not get a register from 
the United States government. They 
do not come up to our requirements in 
many essentials. 

Regarding our prospects of retaining 
the cup, it can be said that they are 
fairly good, though it must be admitted 
we have more to fear than ever before. 
This is because the English have, 
luctantly, adopted many of the features 
that go to make up the distinguishing 
points of American boats. Practically, 
the Ailsa is an American model, in 
breadth of beam, in shallowness of 
hold and in her practically fln keel she 
far more closely resembles our boats 
than any in England. The Valkyrie 
IIL will have to be fleet to beat her.

THE MONEY QUESTION. 



Political economy has been called 
'the dismal science." The most dis- 
mal branch of it, if men are to endeavor 

to force conclusions to tit some pre- 
conceived theory without reference to 
principles, is that which relates to 
money. The persistent determination 
to make the whole science subordinate 
to the absurdities of the gold standard 
has operated like a Westinghouse 
brake on the progress of the civilized 

Hut there is one principle of mone- 
tary science that, if held steadfastly in 
view, will constitute an unerring guide 
through what would otherwise be a 
path of inextricable difficulty. 

That principle is that, the valne oi 
the unit of money in any country is de- 
termined by the number of units in cir- 
culation. In other words, the value of 
every dollar depends on the number ol 
dollars out. 

The greater the number of dollars 
out, other things being equal, the less 
will be the value of each dollar; thi 
fewer the number out, other things re 
maining the same, the greater th< 
ralue of each, and this without any re- 
gard whatever to the material of, which 
the dollars are composed. This is the 
key to the financial situation in the 
United States. Much more, it is the 
key to the financial situation in every 
land Without this key it is in vain 
that the student attempts to unlock the 
door leading to the arcanum of mone- 
tary knowledge. Unlike many of the 
locks made by man, the lock on that 
door is unpickable. The household of 
science is one that thieves cannot break 
through and steaL He who would en- 
ter must first find the key. With this 
key in hand, the most secret recesses 
may be explored with confidence. With- 
out it, the student travels in a circle, 
returning after much labor to the point 
from which he started upon his jour- 
ney. Like one in a maze, when most 
confidently expecting to find his way 
out, he but sees himself coming up 
against impassable barriers. 

If money were unlimited in quantity, 
it would have no value whatever. 
Nothing has value which is unlimited 
in quantity. If instead of sand the 
ocean beach were strewn with gold 
dust, it would have no value whatever 
Yet if that gold dust

So absolutely clear are the leading 
writers that the value of money unit is 
in every case, other things being equal, 
determined by the number of units out 
and does not depend on the material 
of which the money may be composed 
that they have not the slightest hesi- 
tation in asserting that the rule ap- 
plies even to uncovered paper money, 
so that the value of every dollar of 
gold and silver in circulation is dimin- 
ished or increased according as the 
quantity of paper money is increased 
or diminished, and, reciprocally as to 
all of these, the increase in the num- 
ber of dollars of either kind diminish- 
ing- the value of each dollar of the oth- 
ers, while the decrease in the number of 
either increases the value of each of 
the others, without the slightest re- 
gard whatever to the material of which 
either of the dollars is composed. 

If this be so, if the value of the unit 
of money depends not on the material 
of the dollars, but on their quantity, 
what becomes of the gold standard? 
If this be so, inasmuch as silver has 
been utilized as money 6ince the dawn 
of creation, why abandon it now, un- 
less senators are prepared to abandon 
the automatic syYtem altogether? It 
we must by legislation compel a 
change in the value of money, why 
legislate sq that it gap change ia 9n; 
direction dhly, and that the direction 
which is always favorably to th.- 
classes that lend money and live idly 
their incomes, the direction most 
injurious to society, most fatal to in» 
dustry, most narcotizing to energy? 

The idea that the value of a treasury 
note issued by a government such as 
ours is not based on the number issued, 
something behind the note, or 
upon the credit of the government, de- 
forms the whole idea of money. It is 
clung to because people have been ac- 
customed to look upon money as some- 
thing of "intrinsic" value, and on that 
theory they have been at a loss to ac- 
count for the fact that uncovered paper 
dollars, when sufficiently restricted in 
number, have precisely the same pur- 
chasing power as gold money, quan- 
tity for quantity. There is no question 
of credit about it. No man takes a 
piece of money of any kind, whethi 
gold or silver or paper, as a piece of 
credit If it is not legal tender, 
not, in the true and full sense, money 
at all; if a full legal tender, it needs 
nothing behind it but the la w which 
makes it a legal tender for all debts 
and demands, and a regulation of its 
quantity, to maintain the monetary 
unit at any desired level of value. 

It iB not the credit, but the power of 
the government that is behind it in the 
law of legal tender and in the right 
to increase or diminish the issues. 
Taxes are payable in money, and debts 
are payable in money, and the only way 
that people can get money with which 
to pay debts or taxes is by competing 
with one another for it in all the occu- 
pations of life. It is this universal 
competition to get it that fixes the 
value of all kinds of money, as it is 
competition that fixes the value of all 
other things. In this work of compe- 
tition the number of dollars to be com- 
peted for, other things being un- 
changed, must determine the value of 
each dollar. 

We are informed by so-called "finan- 
ciers'' and statisticians, and by as 
army of ready-made political econ- 
omists among the gold standard press 
— gentlemen who have not taken the 
trouble to carefully study the subject- 
that the value of gold is unchanging , 
and that to attempt to depart from 



what is cslled the "gold standard- 
would be to set at naught all the prin- 
ciples of justice and even to defy the 
very Irws of nature. This is an argu- 
ment used only since the demonetisa- 
tion of silver. Up to that time it was 
well recognized by all who gave atten- 
tion to the subject of money, and is 
Btill well recognized by all the author- 
ities on political economy, that both 
silver and gold are variable in value. 
So serious indeed have from time to 
time been the variations in the value 
of money that thoughtful men— some 
of them distinguished economists- 
have long observed and commented on 
the grosB injustice which such varia- 
tions involve, and various suggestions 
have been made of methods for secur- 
ing stability of value in the monetary 

Up to the period when the creditors 
discovered the ingenious plan of sur- 
reptitiously increasing by an appeal tc 
the legislative arm of all governments 
the value of all debts due, and to be- 
come due to them, by depriving debt- 
ors of the immemorial right to pay 
in either of the two metals, it was ac- 
knowledged by the most eminent econ- 
omists that the adoption of a single 
metal as a so-called standard of money 
did not secure so great a degree of 
forinity in value as the adoptio 
both metals This may seem a para- 
dox to those who have not reflected 
the essential nature of money and upon 
the method by which it obtains what 
is termed its "value," which it does 
through the medium of the prices of 
commodities. They ask: How can 
there be a standard composed of two 
things? Must not a standard be one? 
Can it be two or more? 

The seeming paradox involved in the 
idea that what is called a "standard of 
value" may be composed of more than 
one material is made plain when it is 
borne in mind that it is not the ma- 
terial but the quantity of money which 
constitutes the standard. The quality 
to which in the case of value the word 
"standard" is applied is not a quality 
inhering in the material of the money. 
Value, as I have shown, does not re- 
side in any article or in the substance 
of any article. Whan the considi 
tion to be kept in view is not an object 
but a service— not a material, b< 
function — the instrument by which 
that service or function is performed 
need not necessarily be limited to one 
material. Inasmuch as the purpose to 
be served is the attainment of a cor- 
rect result, whatever the material bv 
which it may be accomplished, such 
number of materials as may be indis- 
pensable to that end should withoul 
Jiesitation be employed. If we wish to 
obtain a clock which shall indicate th 
correct time, we do not insist that i 
shall be made of one material. The 
material of which money is made is no 
more standard of value than the mate 
rial of a clock is the standard of time. 

The yardstick, which by statute, is 
declared to be the model for all other 
yardsticks is made of bronze, 
bronze is not therefore a standard of 
length. A bushel measure may 1 
composed of any material or of at 
number of materials combined, b 
this makes no difference so long as tl 
precise purpose sought is attained 
namely, the securing of perfect ac- 
curacy of measurement. If we assume 
the model or "standard" bushel meas- 
ure to be composed oi brass, it is not 
the brass that is the standard o( meas- 
ure. Assuming that all bushel meas- 
ures were made of brass, then this par- 
ticular piece of brass comprising the 
model constitutes a standard by which 
to test the metal of which all future 
bushel measures may bo made, but 
this does not constitute brass per se a 
'standard" of cubical content. 
Credits aid in the establishment and 
maintenance of prices, but credits are 
themselves based on the quantity of 
money available for liquidation. They 
can be safely extended only to the de- 
gree to which money payments can in 
the ordinary course of business be 
made. No one will pretend to say that 
credits cap be wisely extended beyond 
that point. 

Hence a gold standard meaui a main- 
tenance of a level of prices consistent 
with the quantity in use as money, 
which means a level of prices on the 
average the same as those prevailing 
in gold-using countries. This must be 
clear from the consideration that if 
from a country which possessed no 
gold mines all the gold had been sent 
out it could be attracted back only to 
buy commodities, which clearly means 
that unless the prices of the commod- 
ities forming the subject of interna- 
tional trade were for the moment lower 
here than in the country from which 
the gold should come we could not 
have exported the commodities except 
at a loss. Jons P. Jonbs.

I frankly admit 
that if the question is to be narrowed 
to the single issue of permanent gold 
monometallism on one side or uncon- 
ditional free coinage of both metals at 
the old ratio on the other, I am in fa- 
vor of free coinage, because I believe 
it will at least be the beginning of a 
broadened financial system that will 
if necessary be so perfected in the near 
future as to give us an absolutely safe 
and sound currency, the foundation of 
which will be, legally at least, and I 
believe practically, the equal use of 
both gold and silver as money of re-

"FREEZING QUICKSAND. 

i 

Novel Engineering Experiment In 
Progress In Now York. 



3VILLE KENTUCKIAN. 







A Difficult Problem Which Gotham's New 
Driveway Ha* Presented to the Con- 
tractors—How It Is Being Solved 
• —Watched with Interest. 

Sjbme of the work on the Speed- 
way, as contractors who ape doing 
it have already found out, is going 
to cost much more than the pre- 
liminary estimates of the park de- 
partment engineers, says the New 
York Herald. The city will, of 
course, will have to pay for it finally, 
but meanwhile as the costs roll up 
engineers are very greatly interest- 
ed in a process to which the added 
expense will be due. It is no more 
or less than freezing quicksand. 
The, work is going on at a point in 
tlygfcconstruction of the Speedway 
immediately south of High Bridge, 
where there is now a huge hole in 
th,e ground along the Harlem river, 
which will be even longer and deep- 
er before the work of securing a 
foundation for the Speedway retain- 
ing wall is completed. 

The work is of a character to pe- 
culiarly interest engineers. Though 
somewhat similar steps have been 
adopted once or twice in the history 
of engineering science before, n sver 
have the same intricate problems 
been presented as now. The success 
of this experiment will be watched, 
therefore, with Interest. Its cost 
will probably be In the neighborhood 
of thirty-five thousand dollars. 

James D. Learv has the contract 
for constructing the section of Speed- 
way upon which this unusual eflort 
is to be made, and, curiously enough, 
the difficulty was encountered in the 
final fifty feet of his contract, which 
extends only from One Hundred and 
Fifty-fifth street to High Bridge. 
The work necessitates sinking a re- 
taining wall to a rock foundation 
along the r'ver side of the Speedway, 
and engineers' soundings at this 
particular point located this rock 
eighteen feet below the surface. 
Whether their sounding rods struck 
a detached stone here or not Is not 
certain, but it has developed that 
hard bottom Is probably twenty 
feet lower than supposed at the 
outset. 

After sinking their sheeting to 
what was presumed to be the re- 
<\.Wed depth it was found to be too 
short, and then a bed of quicksand 
developed, and no headway could be 
made. In this emergency the ex- 
pedient of freezing this bank of 
quicksand and water so that it 
would not overflow the excavation 
for the wall's foundation had to be 
adopted. 

P^art & McDermott are doing 
>rk, and they have introduced 
several new Ideas into It. The plan 
is to freeze the bank whence the flow 
of mud and sand comes, so that a 
solid wall will be formed, next which 
the excavation will be sunk to the 
required depth— probably thirty-five 
feet or more. To accomplish this a 
row of four-Inch pipes about three 
feet apart, capped at the bottom, 
have been sunk perpendicularly to a 
depth of forty feet. Into each a 
smaller pipe, open at the bottom, 
has been inserted to within an inch 
and a half of the bottom. By means 
of a huge condenser cold air is 
forced through the small pipes into 
the larger and returned for further 
service into the condenser. It has 
been possible thus to use air cooled 
by expansion to about fifty degrees 
below zero, and the effect of this 
intense cold upon the flowing mud 
and quicksand has been to solidify 
it. With a coffer dam to exclude 
the water of the Harlem the excava- 
tion Is now being slowly sunk to 
rock. Some time will be required to 
complete this Intricate work, but It 
is expected to prove a success in the 

end.

TOO MANY SQUIRRELS. 

Any Disease" Welcome That Car- 
ries Off the 



n County, A. T., Contains the In- 
fested Ulstrlct-Futlle Attempts of 
Lund-IInlders In the War of 

Extirolnatlon. 

It has been the hope and prayer 
of all farmers in the southern and 
western parts of Whitman county 
for several years past that some 
kind of a contagious disease would 
break out or could be inoculated 
Into the troublesome ground squir- 
rel. Several attempts have been 
made to breed some kind of a dis- 
ease among them, but all seem to 
have been unsuccessful. 

In view of these numerous unsuc- 
cessful attempts, says the Arl- 
zonian, and the interest taken in 
the matter, considerable comment 
was caused a few days ago by the 
report coming from near Penawawa 
that there was some kind of disease 
wh'ich was killing the pests in large 
numbers, and the country might 
hope to be free from their devastat- 
ing ravages. 

A Spokesman-Review correspond- 
ent has made an extensive trip 
through the infested district, in 
order to investigate the authentici- 
ty of the reports and the extent to 
which the disease is proving fatal. 
There seems to be no doubt that 
there is a contagion among them, 
which is proving fatal to a few, 
though not to the extent that has 
been represented. The first effect 
on the animals is to make them 
dumpy and stupid, then scabs and 
sores appear on the body of the ani- 
mal, aud soon they lose the use of 
their hind parts and are barely able 
to get around. Very few dead squir- 
rels were found, but the animals 
seem to be less numerous than 
they were a few weeks ago. The de- 
crease in numbers is explained by 
some observers by the fact that the 
females have gone in their holes to 
have their young, but it has also 
been noticed in districts where the 
young squirrels are old enough to 
get out of their holes. Already 
preparations are being made to 
spread the disease. Inquiries come 
from all over the country concern- 
ing the authenticity of the reports, 
and the effect it is having to de- 
crease the numbers and ravages of 
the pests. 

But while the farmers are anx- 
iously watching the outcome of the 
infection, they are by no means idle 
in aiding nature to destroy their en- 
emy. Traps, guns, bombs and all 
kinds of poisons are used in aid of 
their destruction. One Colfax firm 
has already sold over five hundred 
ounces of strychnine, and other poi- 
sons in proportion. Arsenic seems 
to be springing into favor as a de- 
stroyer, but some who have been ex- 
perimenting with it report rather 
unfavorably. Since the success of 
the western one-third of this coun- 
ty depends almost entirely on the 
discovery of some method which will 
promptly and effectively extermi- 
nate these mischievous little ani- 
mals all new suggestions to that 
end are thankfully received and 
given a fair trial. In Spokane coun 
ty five hundred patent bombs for 
the extermination of squirrels have 
been received by the county com- 
missioners for distribution among 
the farmers.

Blackburn made another ten strike 
in Saturday's legislative nominations, 
securiug four and perhaps five of the 
seven nominees made in Democratic 
districts. In Franklin, Col. E. H 
Taylor who came out about ten days 
ago in opposition to Jas. A. Yiolett, 
understood to be a Buckner man, was 
defeated by 331 votes, It had been 
evident for several days that Col. 
Taylor, could not defeat Yiolett, who 
had been a candidate for months. In 
Nelson county, Isaac Wilson defeat- 
ed Harry McKay, the Blackburn can- 
didate. In Allen county. J. H. Han. 
'k was nominated by a convention 
I in Livingston and Crittenden 
Nichols beat Adams, single standard 
candidate. Both of these are Black- 
burn men and for free silver. In 
Calloway, A. D. Thompson was re- 
peated and as he is from a strong 
silver county he may be counted for 
Joe". W. C. Holland, a Blackburn 
man, won easily in Lyon and Mar- 
shall, counties that were voted 
against silver in the recent conven 
tiou. In Ballard and Carlisle, there 
were four candidates, three of them 
for silver and the gold champion may 
have profited by the division in the 
silver ranks. Hon. Fenton Sims, nom 
inated for senator in the Trigg dis- 
trict, is a strong silver man and al- 
most sure to vote for Blackburn. 
Denny P. Smith, nominated for repre- 
sentative in Trigg, is non-committal, 
but as he will represent a silver coun- 
ty his constituents doubtless under- 
stand how he will vote, Taking the 
recent summary in the Courier- Jour- 
nal and figuring from that, Black- 
burn now has about 33 to 35 votes in 
sight, or within perhaps ten votes of 
a majority of all the probable Dem- 
ocratic votes. These he will find with- 
out trouble in the nominations yet to 
be made in silver counties like Logan, 
Daviess and McCrackeu. One or two 
more "killings" like last Saturday 
will remove any lingering doubt that 
Joe Blackburn will succeed himself 
in the senate as the champion of the 
people's rights.

The political situation in this coun 
ty is rapidly clearing. It is becoming 
evident to the most casual observe! 
that the bottom has dropped out ol 
the small and feeble boomlet launched 
last week for Judge Linn.

Politicians 
will not commit political suicide, the 
fightiiie Democrats will not permit 
one of their number to be 6old out or 
traded off, and the people will rally to 
their own trusted leader all over the 
county. Now and then a man can be 
found who still says he is for Linn, 
but in fully half of the precincts 
the county if there is a Linn man he 
ha» not made his presence known. 
The only danger to Morrow is that the 
lack of opposition enough to stir up 
his friends will cause the vote to be 
lighter than it ought to be.

CRUDE BUT USEFUL. 



The Jumbo Wind Engine Nom» 
Popular in Kansas. 



Cnrtons Contrivance for Pumping 
Water to Mol»tr.n Arid Plains — Its 
Simplicity and Economy Is Its 
.1 .eromv.T.-ml.-tlou, 



1 A crude invention called tbe "Jum- 
bo" wind engine Is now coming into 

extensive use in western Kansas. 
Its ease of construction, economy in 
cost capacity, in power and simplic- 
ity, seem to recommend it to those 
» "Who observe its work. 

\ It resembles, says the Louisiana 
Planter, the parJdlewheel of a stern- 
wheel boat, with a shaft twelve or 
fourteen fe^t long, is twelve or six- 
teen feet across, with six or eight 
arms. 

The lower half of this wheel is 
shielded from the wind, so that the 
air acts only upon the upper vanes. 
A crank upon one end of the shaft 
connects with a pump. 

Its power can be indefinitely in- 
creased at any time by increasing 
Its length, which can be done by any- 
one who is handy with tools. It is 
said that a "Jumbo" giving one hun- 
dred horse power in a fifteen-mile 
wind can be put up at a cost of five 
hundred dollars. The wind acts 
upon this sort of paddle wheel from 
all points of the compass except 
two. 

It seems to require no "gover- 
nor," but simply pumps more dur- 
ing a storm. No tower is required, 
and it is placed so that the radical 
arms will be clear of the ground. In 
fact, in Kansas, where there are few 
trees and no hills, it is claimed that 
the wind currents have greater force 
at the surface than hit'h in air. 

One of these wind wheels, now 
running in Kansas, is twenty-one 
feet in diameter, twerity-seven feet 
long, with eight fans. The largest 
water wheel in the world is an over- 
shot wheel in the Isle of Man, and 
is seventy-two feet six inches in di- 
ameter, six feet in breadth, with a 
crank stroke of ten feet. It gives 
two hundred horse power. There 
may be mauy wind-power Ferris 
wheels in the states of the plains, 
bringing fertility where is aridity. 

Perhaps in this crude device for 
raising water for irrigation in a 
wind-swept country there is the 
germ of an idea which, when fully 
deve loped and perfected, may be- 
come videly useful. If so, It will 
b" kly improved, for it Is watched 
\ ly eager and anxious eyes, 
at m the development of an im- 
i cu. t requires days' where for- 
merly centuries were needed. The 
crude "Jumbo" of to-day may be- 
come the perfected irrigating ma- 
chine of to-morrow in level and tree- 
less sections of country.

MAKE THE START. 

If America Will Discard the Nafta Oo.ri 
Standard Europe Will Not !l« slow " 
Follow. 

The converts to bimetallism are 
thickening fast, and they bob up some- 
times in rather unexpected places. 
One of the latest and most Important 
is Mr. Frederick a Coudert, of New 
York Mr. Coudert Is one of the lead- 
ers of the New York bar, Is the legal 
representative of the French govern- 
ment in this country, and was one of 
the lawyers representing the United 
States before the Behrlnjr sea commis- 
sion. He has always been what Is 
known as a "Cleveland democrat." 
While Mr. Coudert believes that the 
B-ilvWion Pt the bimetallic standard, 
singly and alone, would mean financial 
loss to the United Slates, he declares 
that it would be ruin to Europe, that 
they cannot get alonfc without 
that we can get along without them If 
the worst comes to worst. He declares 
that it is a recognition of the fact that 
if there is no international agreement 
the United States will proceed alone 
that ha^ given such an impetus to the 
bimetallic movement In Europe, and 
that the United States can force 
the nations of Europe to come to 
the bimetallic basis by undertaking 
free coinage. We believe that this is a 
pretty accurate statement of the case. 
So long as the nations of Europe can 
keep us waiting upon their pleasure 
they will make no change in their 
standard. Most of them feel that they 
cannot act without England, and En- 
gland will cling tenaciously to the 
standard of appreciating money as 
lonsr as possible. In the meanwhile 
they can despoil us of our gold when- 
ever they wish to do so. As the great 
debtor people of the world our securi- 
ties are scattered all over Europe, and 
whenever there is a special call for 
gold from anv European nation we are 
the first to be looted. The beginning 
of gold exports from this country, 
which was two years before the Sher- 

origin. Austria-Hungary was accumu- 
lating a gold reserve and other Euro- 
pean nations were increasing their 
stock against the time of war, and as 
easy way to get it American securi- 
ties were thrown back upon us and 
sold. These facts and reasons were all 
faithfully set out in the reports of the 
director of the mint before It was 
decided to lay the whole thing 
on the Sherman act. So long as 
the nations of Europe have such 
a soft mark and so long as we will con- 
sent to the maintenance of the single 
gold standard, just so long will the 
present conditions endure. The mo- 
ment we take the bit In our teeth and 
set the pace down the middle of the 
road every nation in Europe will come 
tumbling after us. As Mr. Coudert 
says, It would "ruin Europe" if It did 
not fall into the procession. This fact 
is very well recognized abroad. The 
Loudon Financial News some time ago 
declared that if the United States 
should adopt the free coinage of silver 
"British trade would be ruined before 
the year is out" And it further de- 
clared that while the states would 

iffer to a certain extent, "the loss 
would be a mere drop In the bucket 
compared with the profits to be reaped 
from the markets of South America 
and Asia, to say nothing of Europe." 

Unquestionably, the bold way is the 
wiser and safer way. We cannot 
starve Europe into the abandonment 
of the gold standard, but the moment 
we start alone the rest of the world 
will hasten after.— Memphis Commer- 
cial Appeal.
